Edward Helfrich, Dixon, was 


arrested at noon today, the first 
of the defendants named in one 
of three suppressed indictments 
which were returned by the Jan- 
uary grand jury when it report- 
ed at 11 o'clock this morning. 
Helfrich is charged in the in- 
dictment with 
conspiracy to- 


gether with Hazel Garst and 
Dorothy Besser, former Dixon 
state hospital 
patients, 
who 


were named in 
other 
indict- 


ments. 
Sheriff L. E. Bates ar- 


rested Helfrich at noon today. 


The grand jury for the January 


term of the Lee county Circuit 
court reported to Judge George C. 
Dixon. today, returning a list of 15 
indictments and three untrue bills, 
together with a report of their in- 
spection of both the county jail 
and the court house property. The 
jury was excused subject to recall 
and Judge Dixon indicated that 
their services would again be re- 
quired before the opening of the 
April term of court. The indict- 
ments were ordered suppressed by 
the court who warned the court of- 
ficers that no information was to 
be given out to the press or other 
persons until those named in the 
bills were in custody.

with the amount of bail fixed by 
the court and an order that those 
in custody be arraigned in court 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock, 
follows:

Dorothy Besser, former Dixon 
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Czech Says Higher 


Nazis Saw Dachau 


Nuernberg, Germany, Jan. 11— 


'(AP) — A Czech victim of the Da- 
chau concentration camp testi- 
fied today that five of the 22 top 
nazi defendants ' on trial as war 
criminals visited the Dachau com- 
pound at a time when many of 
the most horrifying experiments 
of human beings were in prog- 
ress. 


The witness, Dr. Franz Blaha, 


pointed directly into the prison- 
ers' box and identified Wilhelm 
Frick, former minister of interior: 
Alfred Rosenberg, nazi party phil- 
osopher; Walther Funk, former 
Reichsbank president, and Fritz 
Sauckel, who was in charge of 
slave labor, as four of the visi- 
tors. He looked for the fifth man 
he accused, Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
but that one-time security police 
chief still was absent because of 
a cranial hemniorhage. 


Before Blaha testified, the in- 


ternational military tribunal heard 
the American prosecution charge 
that German military successes 
were made possible only by the 
resourcefulness, financial ruthless- 
ness and "absolute cynicism" of 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, another of 
the defendants. 


Blaha said many high govern- 


ment and military figures fre- 
quently visited the extermination 
camp near Munich. 
His appear- 


ance in the witness box produced 
a kind of emotional shock among 
the defendants. 
Many of them 


bolted upright, with their hands 
clenching the rails before them. 


Under the questioning of U. S. 


Assistant Prosecutor Thomas J. 
Dcdd, Blaha described how some 
murder victims were selected be- 
cause of their perfect teeth and 
smooth skins. 


He added that soft human skin 


was so prized for leather and 
bindings that victims would be 
shot in the back of the neck or 
Cocked in the head so the sur- 


ce would be unmarred. 
Blaha was arrested for assist- 


ing Czechoslovakia at the time 
of the Sudentenland crisis. 
As 


part of his punishment, his wrist 
tendons were cut so he could no 
longer follow his career as a 
surgeon. 


Secretary of War 


Patterson Replies 


to Many Queries 


Tokyo, Jan. 
11— (AP)— U. S. 


Secretary of War Patterson said 
today, in answer to a Japanese 
newspaper's questions, that he did 
not believe Emperor Hirohito's 
war responsibility was such as to 
require his abdication. 


"That is a problem for the Ja- 


panese people", Patterson 
said, 


adding that the entire question ol 
the emperor system was covered 
in the Potsdam Declaration. 


Reporting at a press confer- 


ence on his tour of Japan before 
leaving tomorrow for Korea, China 
and the Philippines, the secretary 
praised General MacArthur and 
the occupation army. 


He said Pacific Army forces 


would be reduced to 400,000 in 
May and reported 
that neithei 


Russia nor China, to his know- 
ledge, has asked to send in troops 
to join American troops. Nego- 
tiations are under way for a Brit- 
ish commonwealth force to partici- 
pate. 


Questions submitted in writing 


beforehand by both allied and Ja- 
panese correspondents covered a 
wide range, from the prime ques- 
tion of demobilization to MacAr- 
thur's position under 
the new 


four-power control setup agreed 
upon in Moscow recently. 


Finds Morale Good 


Patterson said he found soldier 


morale good in Japan and other 
Pacific bases he had visited and 
said it was not impaired materially 
by demobilization. 
Asked if fail- 


ure of congress to have a blue- 
print was responsible for failure 
to work out an orderly demobili- 
zation, he replied: 


"I don't admit there has been 


failure to carry out a plan for 
orderly demobilization. The war 
department made careful 
plans 


and 
accelerated 
demobilization 


considerably overestimates of last 
August and September. 


Needs MacArthur's Problem 
Patterson declined to comment 


on demonstrations by American 
soldiers in the Pacific in protest 
against the demobilization slow- 
down but gave renewed assur- 
ance that he would visit Manila 
where a GI committee has pre- 
pared questions to ask him. 


Demobilization, he continued, is 


being carried out along indicated 
lines. 


Asked what soldiers would be 


considered essential under Genera 
Eisenhower's recent authorization 
for the return of men not needed 
Patterson said that was a problem 
for MacArthur's headquarters. 


He said there is need in Japan 


for highly skilled persons fro- 
civilian life in the United States 
and steps are being taken to sup- 
ply them.

All Clues in Murder of 


Suzanne Degnan Have 


Proved Unfruitful 


Chicago, 
Jan. 
11—(AP)—De- 


tectives mingled with mounters 
today at the funeral of Suzanne 
Degnan, 6, on the chance they 
might find some clue to the mad 
man who kidnaped, killed and dis- 
membered the little girl Monday. 


The plainclothesmen, unsuccess- 


ful after nearly five days of Chi- 
cago's greatest manhunt, did not 
overlook the possibility that the 
perverted mind which carried out 
the fiendish crime might lead the 
killer to gloat at the last rites 
in St. Gertrude's Catholic church, 
or even at the grave in All Saints 
cemetery. 


The collapse of one clue after 


another, many of which had been 
legarded as important, brought 
no let-down in the police inves- 
tigation as a picked squad of of- 
ficers 
searched for new leads 


which would trap the kidnap- 
killer. 


As funeral services for the vic- 


tim of one of Chicago's most 
ghastly crimes were being held, 
police said they had not uncov- 
ered any new clues definitely 
linking any one person as a top 
suspect. 


Two Janitors Released 


Two janitors who work in the 


Edgewater district on the north 
side, where the Degnan family 
lives, were released from police 
custody yesterday on writs of 
habeas corpus. 


Oiie of the janitors, Hector Ver- 


faurgh, 65, had been in custody 
for 48 hours for questioning aft- 
er police said the Degnan girl's 
body had been hacked to pieces 
in the basement of an apartment 


But the state's attorney's office 


told 
Chief 
Justice Harold G. 


Ward of the criminal court the 
state had no evidence to warrant 
filing charges against either Ver- 
burgh, or Desere Smet, 35, who 
also tends apartment buildings 
near the Degnan home, or Ver- 
burgh's wife, Mary, 6i.

Nimitz Says Navy 


Is Unfit for War 


Miami, Fla., Jan. 11—(AP)— 


Admiral Chester W. Nimitz told 
Associated Press managing editors 
last night that demobilization had 
left the Navy unfit to fight only 
five months after Japan's defeat. 


"The saving grace is there is 


nobody who threatens to fight us 
at this time", said the Chief of 
Naval Operations. 


"You 
all want your boys home 


as quickly as possible", said Ni- 
mitz. "I am wholly sympathetic 
with the natural desire even if it 
is more emotional than practical. 
The fact remains, however, that it 
leaves the Navy at this moment 
unfit to fight". 


The admiral's talk climaxed a 


day in which editors from every 
section of the nation heard talks 
on atomic energy and themselves 
discussed the problems of editing 
and reporting. 


Howard 
Blakeslee, 
Associated 


Press science editor, and Glenn 
Babb, the press association's fore- 
ign news editor, described the 
theory of the atomic bomb and its 
practical effect in war. 


Babb, who toured the wreckage 


of Nagasaki, said 30,000 persons 
died \vhen the bomb released its 
energy 2,000 feet over the city 
and that Japanese officials told 
him 30,000 others died of the after 
effect. 


Alan Gould, assistant general 


manager of The Associated Press 
told delegates that the flash is 
declining as a journalistic device 
He said the news sen-ice would 
rather transmit a publishable bul- 
letin than the short-one sentence 
flash. 
. 


Russian Delegates 


to UNO Attack 
Ballotting Method 


London, Jan. 11—(AP)—Russia 


launched an attack within the 
United Nations Assembly today on 
the secret ballot system .under 
which her candidate for Assembly 
president was defeated at the first 
session yesterday. 


Sentiment was reported develop- 


ing within the American delega- 
tion, too, for abandonment of the 
rule 
under 
which Paul Henri 


Spaak, foreign minister of Belgium 
was chosen Assembly president, 
with the backing of Britain, and 
Trygve T ie, Norwegian 
foreign 


minister, defeated despite his sup- 
port by Russia and the United 
States. One reason was that sec- 
recy is undemocratic. 


Dmitri Manuilsky, foreign min- 


ister of the Ukraine, one of the 
three U. S. S. R. delegations, 
moved that hereafter all persons 
voted on for UNO office be nom- 
inated and discussed from 
the 


floor. Spaak was elected without 
his name being mentioned on the 
floor. Delegates wrote his name 
on secret ballots. 


Action on the Soviet motion 
as blocked, however, when Cu- 


ban and other proposals came up 
and Spaak observed that the as- 
sembly was trying to discuss three 
Jiings at once. He proposed that 
the question be sent to the legal 
committee, leaving the temporary 
rules in force, and Manuilsky ac- 
cepted the suggestion. 


Cites 'Frisco Decision 


Spaak, in his acceptance speech, 


discussed the question by declar- 
ing that the decision was made 
at San Francisco last spring to 
jive the great powers a dominant 
place in the UNO and "the sys- 
tem adopted there must be ac- 
cepted here." 


Another 
development 
today 


was the possibility Australia may 
ask the assembly to reverse the 
preparatory 
commission's 
deci- 


sion that permanent headquarters 
be near New York or Boston in 
order to bring up again the pro- 
posal to make the world peace 
capital at San Francisco. 
In a 


telegram published in today's of- 
ficial journal Mayor Roger Lap- 
ham of San Francisco asked for 
reconsideration^. 
' Reliable sources said the Unit- 
ed States, Soviet Russia, Great 
Britain, France and China had 
agreed that India and Venezuela 
should have the two vice presi- 
dencies still to be assigned. The 
other five vice presidencies will 
automatically go to the five key 
powers.

Washington. Jan. 11—(AP)— 


John Steelman, special assistant 
to President Truman, conferred 
today with Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach, as the labor de- 
partment strove to halt pro- 
gressive tieup of the nation's 
telephone service. 


Earlier, a department official 


had declared that seizure by the 
government of the telephone in- 
dustry would be recommended 
to Truman if picket lines around 
telephone exchanges across the 
country resulted in a national 
tieup of service. 


The hint of government seiz- 


ure came from the labor depart- 
ment source as the picket lines 
spread across the country.

The uproar started "over a war

pare their needs to the bone and 
send home all men not needed. 
, ,While soldiers kept on griping, 
the demonstrations dwindled in 
size. About 2,500, instead of an 
anticipated 12,000 turned out for 
a protest meeting at Schofield bar- 
racks in Hawaii. 
The Frankfurt 


meeting drew only 1,000. far fewer 
than the one a day earlier. A third 
wag planned tonight, however. 


Secretary 
of War 
Patterson, 


whose name has been booed by the 
soldiers, kept silent on the pro- 
tests. But he did say in Tokyo, 
one of his stops on a Pacific in- 
spection trip, that forces in that 
area will be reduced to 400.000 in 
May. This is 25.000 higher than 
the eventual size fixed by Eisen- 
hower. 


Marines Under Wraps

Time for Justice 


A dispatch from Manila states 


that "surprise and disappointment" 


and 
were apparent in Filipino 
American circles when it was 
learned that the United States 
Supreme Court had granted Gen- 
eral Yamahsita a stay of execu- 
tion. 


It is not hard to understand that 


reaction from a city where Yama- 
shita's soldiers committed thous- 
ands \ of atrocious crimes. 
Even 


here.'far from the scene of those 
crimes the niceties of legal pro- 
cedure as applied to this case are 
somewhat puzzling. 


The Supreme Court's action is 


even harder for the layman to und- 
erstand when it is contrasted with 
that of the Appeals Court of the 
British House of Lords, which on 
the same day dismissed the appeal 
of William (Lord Haw Haw) Joyce 
from a sentence of death. 


Joyce at least seemed to have 


a reasonable loophole. As a native 
of the United States he contended 
that it was impossible for him to 
be guilty of treason to the British 
Crown, " But the court of lords 
apparently agreed that the cause 
of justice could be served better 
by upholding the lower court's ver- 
dict than by legal hair-splitting. 


Joyce's crimes—and those of 


John Amery, whose appeal from a 
death sentence also was denied by 
the same court—pale in compari- 
son with Yamashita's. At the end 
of his trial, which was a fair one 
by the Jap general's own admis- 
sion, there scarcely could have ex- 
isted any doubt that murder and 
unspeakable brutalities were com 
mitted by Yamashita's men exten 
sively and over a long period of 
time, and that they were commit- 
ted with the commanding general's 
knowledge and without any re- 
proof from him. 


Yamashita was zealously de- 


! fended by appointed 
American 


counsel. Theirs was a loathsome 
but necessary job, as distasteful as 
that of the military doctors who 
had to save Tojo's neck so that he 


, might stand trial. The world ac- 


cepts and sympathizes with the 
fact that such men, by their choice 
of profession ,are committed to 


' try to obtain justie or save the life 


of the most arrant scoundrel. 


But now the unenviable task of 


Yamashita's lawyers is finished. 
Their client, who scarcely could 
have been assumed innocent of re- 
sponsibility for a myriad of bloody 
crimes, 
has 
nevertheless 
been

shop and pickets illegally blockad- 
ed the doors to the Yale & Towne 
factory. Governor Raymond M. 
Baldwin then sent a detail of state 
police to clear the way for citi- 
zens on lawful errands to enter the 
plant. Charles E. Moore, the may- 
or, with plenty of police at his 
command, had refused to employ 
them for this purpose although 
they could have preserved the 
peace against disorders committed 
and threatened by the union. 


The union executives, including 


some from other cities, had power 
to prevent disorder by instructing 
their pickets to obey the laws 
against rioting, assault and disor- 
derly conduct. These are offenses 
clearly defined by laws which al- 
most all citizens willingly obey at 
all times. This, the union execu- 
tives refused to do and the mayor 
placed himself on the side of re- 
bellion against government. 


No labor issue was involved 


here. 
The labor issues had re- 


ceded into the distance and were 
matters for negotiation. The ques- 


ing that if they refused to picket 
they might be expelled for "un- 
unionlike conduct." And, if they 
insisted on their right to go to 
their jobs, they might be slugged 
with iron bars or steel chains or 
clubs and paralyzed or killed.

Small merchants of Stamford, 


not interested in the issues, but 
with a stake in the maintaining 
of peace, were given their first 
real experience of the brown shirt 
or Ku Klux terror. They were 
asked to display placards in their 
windows sympathizing with the 
riotous force.* * * 


If they refused they would be 


black-listed and union members 
would be forbidden to trade with 
them, under threat of punishment 
for "un-unionlike conduct." If they 
complied they -were inviting simi- 
lar disorders at their own doors 
later and condoning organized 
thuggery as a method of adjusting 
disputes. 


This was only one of many such 


episodes of the same time. 
At 


Kearney, N. J., there was no pre 
tense that the picketing of th< 
Electrical Workers was intendec 
to be peaceful. The pickets wen 
to the lines armed with clubs, o 
uniform size, sedentary, elderl 
citizens who tried to go to thei 


esks, under no suspicion of want- 
ng to take over the abandoned 
obs of the rioters, were knocked 
o the pavement and beaten up. 
There is no legal right to riot, 


,ven 
for pickets. 
The right to 


licket is a right only to address 
he public by speech or publication 
uch as pamphlet or placard. Un- 
der the Roosevelt government, 
however, the unioneers were en- 
couraged to terrorize neighbor- 
hoods and cities. Local officials, 
such as Mayor Moore, of Stam- 
'ord, illegally permitted them to 
do so. 


Strictly speaking, even strike 


breakers have a right to go to all 
such vacated jobs unmolested. 
Mayor Moore's oath requires him 
to protect even them. The right to 
strike is only a right to quit work. 
It is not a right to prevent some- 
one else from doing that work. 


Most city ordinances forbid al 


persons to block or obstruct any 
public place or any approach to 
any place of business with inter, 
to interfere with the free passage 


of any person bound on lawful 
business. The Stamford ordinance 
so provides and so the mass dem- 
onstration in Stamford was a pro- 
test organized against law and 
government and in favor of riot- 
ing, assault and anarchy.

SPEAKER AT FOREIGN TRAVEL 


CLUB MEETING ON THURSDAY 


Major Robert Brewester was the speaker when the Foreign 


Travel club met for its monthly meeting Thursday evening' at 
8 p. m. at the Loveland Community House. His experiences in the 
various theaters of war were varied and colorful, but he centered 
most of his talk around the famous china factcrais in England and 
the glass works in Liege, Belgium. 


For several months Major- Brewster was stationed in a camp 


near Leek, England. 
Since 
the

equipment for his battalion was 
delayed some time in arriving, the 
battalion was assigned to clean- 
ing up evasion 
camps, 
which 


gave them an opportunity to visit 
many of the cities in that section 
of England. He told of visiting 
many of the large estates which 
were at that 
time 
unoccupied, 


some due to bombings and some 
to the fact that if the large house 
is not occupied it remains tax 
free. In some instances the owners 
moved into the house of the gard- 
ner. Indications are that the large 
landed estates are on their way 
out in England under the present 
government. 


Major Brewster had the oppor- 


tunity of visiting some of the best 
known china factories and watch- 
ing the precess of making china. 
He had on exhibit many pieces 
from the factories he had visited. 
It was not possible to purchase 
any new china anywhere in the 
shops as the government was only 
permitting export trade in that 
line. "Seconds" were available in 
some 
places. 
Major 
Brewster 


found 
it 
necessary 
to get a 


special permit from the govern- 
ment board of trade in order that 
he might purchase china to be 
sent to the U. S. A. 


Wedgewood has a plant housed 


in a beautiful modern building 
equiped with modern machinery. 
The moisture is pressed from the 
clay mixture with great mechan- 
ical presses. The clay is then rolled 
into long strips the width of a 
plate. Pieces from these strips 
large enough for plates are then 
kneeded by hand on to the revolv- 
ing plate moulds. When china is 
decorated 
with raised- figures, 


these are moulded separately and 
placed upon the dish. After the 
china has set in a damp cure, it 
is then placed upon small carts 
which are run slowly through an 
electric furnace. The first firing 
requires about 24 hours. 


After the first firing the china is 


ready for the decorator. Much of 
the decoration 
is a 
lithograph 


process, although 
usually 
hand 


touches are added. The ware is 
now ready for the glaze. 


Mintons factory at Stoke-on- 


Trent is an old building where 
many of the older methods are 
still used. The firing is done 'in 
bee-hive-shaped kilns and the time 
required is about 36 hours. 


Major 
Brewster 
also 
visited 


Spode and Royal Crown Derby in 
Derbyshire. He found the antique 
shops in England prizing Colling- 
\vood ware which hag not been 
made for some years. 


The major was billeted for some 


time in an old winery in Liege, 


Belgium, where famous Val 
St. 


Lambert crystal factory 
is lo- 


cated. It was badly bombed by 
American bombers. A small base- 
ment room was used to display 
the few pieces of crystal still 
left. Formerly the display build- 
ing alone was the size of the 
Loveland Community House. 


Belgium and France are both in 


need of food and clothes. 
A 


nunnery near the American sta- 
tion in Leige gathered the gar- 
bage from the mess stations and 
cooked it for the poor lines. Major 
Brewster expressed the hope that 
after having won the 
war, 
the 


Americans would carry through at 
this critical time and help the 
people when they need it so des- i 
perately. He feels that for a sue- ] 
cessful and enduring peace it is 
quite essential that we give our 
assistance to the needy in Europe 
at this time.

Each day the G. I.'s put out 
a little paper called the "Babbling 
Brooke" and I am saving a copy 
each day. It tells where we are 
and how many miles we've covered 
in the last 24 hours and also gives 
the name of any land 
sighted. 


We've been seeing land almost 
every day. Today we could see 
Africa on the port side and Arabia 
on the starboard side. Our cabin 
(navy terms) is on the starboard. 
At first all these navy terms were 
very confusing but now I am actu- 
ally beginning to understand a 
little of it. 


The food is wonderful. I don't 


know if it's because it is so much 
better than what we had in India, 
but I think so. We' don't have 
fresh milk but we do have real 
butter and I think I've eaten two 
pounds at least. We've had steak 
a couple of times and ice cream a 
half dozen times and the most 
wonderful fried chicken for the 
two Sundays. Some of us have 
been going to church every day. 
It's mostly singing and about a 
seven-minute talk. Today the chap- 
Jam talked about the Israelites 
crossing the Red Sea.'It was very 
interesting. We stopped at Ceylon, 
but weren't able to get off so 
couldn't see anything. 


Last night we saw the G. I show 


the troops got up. Of course, there 
is much talent m a group of men 
this large. 
There is a good band 


and a male chorus that could leal- 
ly go places. 
Last night they 


sang, "Surrey With the Fringe on 


ists. We all sat on the deck 
(floor) 
and there were fellows 


hanging from every where. 


The trip is rather nice but of 


course, I'll be glad to get off. Sort 
of hate spending both holidays on 
board. 


I'll probably have to spend a 


couple of days in New York at 
Camp Shanks and go by troop 
train to Ft. Sheridan. I'll probably 
call you from there.
